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In  three  years  we  have  never  seen  any  sign  of  insect  molestation 
on  any  plant  of  these  varieties.  Some  growers  claim  that  large  leaved 
varieties  or  dark  green  foliage  is  immune  from  insects. 

This  observation  is  only  partly  correct.  If  the  large  leaved 
varieties  or  the  dark  green  foliage  have  bitter  juice ,  the  bugs  go  elsewhere. 

In  speaking  of  insects,  of  course,  we  realize  that  borers  are  always 
more  or  less  of  a  bother — -find  them  and  kill  them!  Then  that’s  the 
end  of  them  till  next  year.  What  we  referred  to  above  was  the  flying 
and  sucking  insects  that  are  responsible  for  so  much  of  what  is  usually 
called  stunt.  If  you  are  bothered  in  this  way,  taste  your  Dahlias. 
You  will  find  the  bitter  ones  are  safe.  The  sweet  ones  may  as  well 
be  discarded. 

itflatbuslT  Barluiru  It  is  a  strange  coincidence  that  pink 
has  always  been  our  favorite  color,  and  now  that  we  are  introducing 
the  first  of  our  own  originations,  they  are  both  a  very  lovely  shade  of 
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pink.  The  illustrations,  although  color  photographs,  are  deceiving, 
for  the  high  lights  indicate  shadings  which  do  not  exist.  SUatbltsh 
0arlttt0  is  a  clear  even  shade  of  pure  pink  from  tip  of  petal  to  the  heart 
of  the  flower,  fading  only  at  the  very  base  of  the  petal  to  a  clear  white. 
Flowers  have  been  left  on  the  bush  the  entire  season  without  any  sign 
of  showing  an  open  center.  Although  not  a  monster,  good  sized 
flowers,  averaging  6  to  7  inches  under  ordinary  care,  will  be  produced 
abundantly  the  entire  season.  Every  flower  is  held  gracefully  erect  on 
strong,  well  proportioned  stems.  Foliage  and  habit  always  clean  and 
vigorous.  3F  I  a  t  hit 5 h  Bat  It 00  is  one  variety  that  has  very  bitter 
juice,  and  therefore  has  no  charms  or  attraction  for  insects.

p  in  k  Cttnrkat  no  is  another  variety  that  has  no  attraction  for 
insects.  Leaves  of  Flatbush  Darling  are  smooth  and  bitter.  Leaves 
of  Pink  Cockatoo  are  fuzzy  and  bitter.  The  result  is  the  same.  The 
bugs  go  elsewhere.  Six  to  seven  inch  flowers  are  carried  directly  on 
top  of  long  straight  stems,  stiff  as  a  ramrod.  The  color  is  a  lovely 
shade  of  lavender  pink,  very  similar  to  the  old  favorite,  Mariposa. 
Form  is  most  unusual,  the  petals  hanging  straight  down  very  like  the 
feathers  on  a  bird’s  neck,  which  suggested  the  name.  Flabit  tall,  giving 
a  very  striking  impression.

Color, 
deep  rosy  lilac.  The  giant  flowers  are  carried  well  on  remarkably 
fine  stems. 

HERA  (Decorative) ,  Holland  Tubers,  $5.00 

Large  round  petalled  decorative  of  a  clean  pale  lavender.  The 
lovely  flowers  are  held  proudly  erect  on  stiff  but  yet  graceful 
stems.  This  is  generally  expected  to  become  extremely  popular  as 
a  high  class  cut  flower.

CONDOR  ( Decorative ),  Germany  Tubers,  $2.50 

Very  attractive  medium  sized  flower,  perfectly  formed  with  petals 
curling  to  a  point.  Color,  dark  blackish  red,  of  a  velvety  texture 
unusual  among  Dahlias.

We  consider  this  wonderful  new  Dahlia  an  acquisition  of  the 
greatest  value.  It  belongs  in  a  class  with  Elite  Glory,  which  it 
resembles  in  habit  and  vigor  of  growth.  Color  is  a  blend  of 
buff  and  old  gold,  deepening  toward  the  center.  We  cannot 
recommend  this  too  highly. 


JERSEY’S  BEAUTY  (Decorative),  Waite  Tubers,  $1.00 

Recognized  by  all  as  the  finest  large  pink  dahlia  in  existence.  The 
flowers  are  not  only  gorgeous  in  color,  but  perfect  in  form,  and 
borne  on  long  stiff  straight  stems.  A  profuse  bloomer  and  a 
splendid  keeper  when  cut. 


KITTY  ROGERS  (Decorative)  ,  Stredwick  Tubers,  $2.50 

Although  not  new,  we  are  offering  this  variety  now  for  the  first 
time,  our  stock  being  very  limited  last  year.  Full  rounded  heavy 
petaled  flower  of  large  size,  tinted  with  the  faintest  of  pink, 
shading  almost  to  white.  Stiffest  of  stems  hold  the  flowers  erect 
and  facing  at  all  times. 


MAID  MARIAN  (Hybrid  Cactus),  Mastick  Tubers,  $4.00 

A  large  flower  of  a  lovely  shade  of  clear  rose  pink,  fading  to 
white  at  base  of  petals.  Petals  curled  and  twisted  in  a  most  un¬ 
usual  and  attractive  manner.  Plants  and  foliage  vigorous,  with 
good  stems  holding  up  the  flowers  gracefully. 


MABEL  LAWRENCE  (Decorative),  Stredwick  Tubers,  $5.00 

We  are  happy  to  offer  in  this  variety  the  largest  and  one  of  the 
finest  varieties  ever  imported.  The  flowers  in  size  are  about  the 
equal  of  Elite  Glory,  but  the  color  is  a  deeper,  richer  blood-red, 
and  the  form  is  always  perfect.  Although  we  have  had  one  or 
two  plants  broken  off  at  the  base  by  wind  storms,  there  has  never 
been  a  single  flower  whose  stem  failed  to  hold  it  stiffly  erect  at  all 
times. 


MANDALAY  ( Hybrid  Cactus),  Jost  Tubers,  $  .75 

Extremely  free-flowing  variety,  producing  an  abundance  of  “but¬ 
terfly  like  flowers  of  tawny  gold,  shading  to  amber  at  the  center 
with  bronze  reflex/’  This  flower  reminds  us  irresistibly  of  the 
blazing  sun  on  the  Japanese  Imperial  flag. 

MARMION  ( Decorative ),  Mastick  Tubers,  $4.00 

We  had  heard  many  fine  reports  of  this  variety,  but  when  we  saw 
it  growing,  it  surpassed  all  that  had  been  said  about  it.  Flowers 
of  great  size,  carried  on  long,  cane-like  stems.  Color,  rich  golden 
yellow  with  deeper  bronze  shadings  toward  the  tips  and  on  the 
opening  center  petals.  Formation  is  of  the  finest,  and  flowers 
keep  well,  either  on  the  bush  or  in  water. 

MRS.  ALFRED  HUGHES  (Cactus),  Stredwick  Tubers,  $1.50

While  on  the  bush,  it  is  a  lovely  shade  of  shrimp 
pink,  delicately  overlaid  on  a  yellow  ground.  It  reaches  its 
greatest  perfection,  however,  several  hours  after  cutting,  the  flow¬ 
ers  expanding  in  water,  and  the  color  changing;  the  pink  becomes 
much  deeper  toward  the  tips  of  the  petals,  leaving  the  center  a 
beautiful  clear  yellow.  Stems,  foliage,  and  keeping  qualities  are 
all  that  can  be  desired.  This  is  one  of  the  few  Dahlias  which 
mark  a  distinct  step  nearer  perfection. 

NATURE’S  JEWEL  (Hybrid  Cactus) ,  Beatrice  Tubers,  $7.50 

A  most  delicate  shade  of  orchid  pink,  of  so  clear  a  texture  that 
light  seems  to  be  shining  through  the  petals.  The  large  flowers 
are  freely  produced  on  short  stocky  bushes. 


NATURE’S  MASTERPIECE  ( Decorative ),  White  Tubers,  $8.00 

The  color  of  this  new  Oregon  creation  is  difficult  to  describe.  It 
reminds  us  somewhat  of  Mrs.  Eleanor  Martin,  being  similarly 
shaded  in  the  brownish  red  tints  sometimes  called  plum,  or  mul¬ 
berry,  but  showing  only  the  reds  and  browns,  and  none  of  the 
bluish  tints  sometimes  appearing  in  the  older  variety.

Sent  to  us  for  trial  by  Mr.  Peck,  this  variety  delighted  us  by 
being  all  that  the  name  implies — truly  an  “Ohio  Glory.’’  The 
gracefully  curled  petals  produce  a  large  flower  of  deep  rich  rosy 
purple.  It  might  be  described  as  resembling  the  old  favorite 
Mariposa,  but  larger,  deeper  color,  more  robust  and  vigorous.

Another  of  Bessie  Boston’s  1928  offerings.  Color  is  salmon  pink 
shading  to  cream  at  the  center,  held  erect  by  long  upright  stems 
growing  out  of  a  bush  of  medium  height.
